Six years ago while I stood at the 
Argonne on the Western Front the 
Armistice was signed. When we re­ 
turned home we found that an un­ 
usual political and economical con­ 
dition followed the war and had 
settled upon the whole world in­ 
cluding America, and during these 
six years this nation ‘has been stag­ 
gering under a great problem of re­ 
construction. Six years have brought 
us no definite foreign policy nor re­ 
stored America to normal life and 
business. Confidence has not been 
restored among nations nor within 
this nation. Classes 
are 
arrayed 
against classes and business is be­ 
ing boycotted. Hatred and prejudice 
prevail among men. 
Have we not waited long enough 
for this country to be reconstructed 
and returned to busines? 
The same men who represented 
us in Congress before the war, dur­ 
ing the war, and since the war have 
not in six years brought us this 
needed reconstruction.

This lesson relates a great revival at Jerusalem under 
the leadership of Ezra and Nehemiah resulting in awakening 
the religious zeal of the restored Jews which was destined ot 
have far reaching effects. 
' 
Nehemiah was tile 
most remarkable 
man of his day 
among his people and in view, Of the destiny planned by God 
for the Jewish race, culminating in tho advent of Christ, the 
importance 
his work cannot be overestimated. 
In the opening chapters of the book Nehemaih tells us 
that he was the cup bearer of Atraxerxes, king of Persia. 
That was a post of great importance in those days and was 
entrusted only to men in whom the king had the utmost 
confidence. 
The life of an Eastern monarch was far from 
being an easy one. 
Plots were always in the air and poison­ 
ing was often resorted to in order to remove one. 
The cup 
bearer had charge of the wines and other drinks of the king 
and before passing the cup to his master the cup bearer first 
drank of it to guarantee that it contained no poison. 
That this office was held by a foreigner is not particular 
remarkable for the monarchs of that period often had more 
confidence in foreigners than in their own people as we have 
observed iii the cases of Joseph and Daniel.

GUTHREY AND GOOD ROADS. 
E. Bee Guthrey, secretary of the state highway commis 
sion, is strictly in his element when it comes to boosting for 
good roads. 
He has been at this for many years and he is 
at his best when it comes to talking about good roads. 
As explained by Mr. Guthrey Friday evening it is not a 
difficult matter to secure federal and state aid. 
The com­ 
mission stands ready to co-operate dollar for dollar as long 
as the money holds out, bot it is a matter of first come first 
served. 
As he explains it it is not necessary to build con­ 
crete paved roads in order to get this aid: 
The idea is to 
build roads that are best suited to the needs of the particular 
section where they run and in accordance with the wishes of 
the people. 
Mr. Guthrev’s tentative suggestion is that the county com­ 
missioners set aside $50,000 of* the county road money for 
construction work during the coming year to be matched by 
the state. 
With the showing that can be mad^ with this 
$100,000 he thinks it will be easy to push the program after 
the first year. 
It is now up to the citizens of'Pontotoc county to get to­ 
gether on a road program and push it through. 
Mr. Guthrey 
explained that this county will have something like $100,000 
for its roads this year and that the commission would match 
dollars for any amount the commissioners might designate for 
permanant work. 
However, speedy action will be needed fro 
other counties are already busy. 
Pontotoc county is paying 
a considerable'sum in taxes for the roads of the state and this 
is the only way it can get it back.

WHAT GRAVELED ROADS SHOULD COST. 
Recently the city block of which the writer lives was 
graveled to a depth of six inches.

Nehemiah was having an easy life in the palace of the 
king surrounded by all the luxuries the imagination of man 
could devise, but when messengers from Judea told him that 
his people were in great distress he was ready to throw aside 
all these things and share with his people their sufferings, 
just as Moses did when he left the palace of Pharaoh to dwell 
among his oppressed brethren. The king readily granted his 
request for permission to go and gave him the powers of 
governor of the province. 
On his arrival at Jerusalem Nehemiah found that the 
situation had not been exaggerated. The walls broken down 
by Nebuchadnezzar had not been rebuilt, hence the city had 
no protection from marauders from the outside and the peo- j 
pie, disheartened by their long series of misfortunes had fallen j 
into an apathy that threatened their very existence. 
Much 
of the fervent zeal that fired them when they returned from 
Babylon had evaporated and they were drifting in an aimless 
manner, utterly devoid of hope when Nehemiah appeared 
among them. 
Rebuilding the walls was a task of herculean propor­ 
tions under the most favorable conditions, but with enemies' 
striving in every manner to stop the work it was looked upon 
as impossible. 
However, Nehemiah was a man of faith as 
well as action and his enthusaism proved contagious. 
The 
great work was done at last and then he turned his attention 
to the spiritual needs of his people.
